upon him to publiſh an Edict for ſuppreſſing 
the Lutheraz Doctrine, and ing Catvi- 
zi/m throughout his Dominions, in the Year 
1615, whereupon his Subjects unanimouſly 
rebell'd againſt their Ele&or, and had Infall- 
bly depos'd him, if he had not ſuddenly revok'd 
his Edict, and efſtabliſh'd Lutheraniſm again by 
another Act of State, declaring he would con- 
fine the Caluiniſt Worſhip to his own private 
Chappel.

The Town is alſo generally well 
built, the Streets wide, and the Squares and 
publick Places ſpacious, the whole encom- 
paſs'd with a Wall, and regular Fortiſications 
after the Modern way; and the Canals cut 
from this City to the Rivers Oder and Elbe, 
the one falling into the Baltick, and the other 
into the German Ocean, render it one of the 
beſt trading Towns in Germazy.

Here 
are ſcarce any Mountains, but the Country is 
covered with Woods and Foreſts well ſtock d 
with Game and wild Beaſts. Their Lakes 
and Rivers alſo furniſh them with vaſt Plenty 
of Fiſh, particularly Salmon and Lampreys ; 
and Land and Water-Fowl no where abound 
more: but the Soil is generally a barren Sand, 
on which they do not attempt to raiſe Vi 


Vine- 
yards, and have ſcarce Corn enough for their 
own uſe. Mines there are none, except ſome 
tcw of Iron in the Upper Pomeren. 

The Country is uſually divided into the 
Eaſtern and Weſtern Pomerania. The Weſtern, 
till very lately, was all of it ſubje& to the 
King of Sweden, and ſubdivided into the Di- 
itricis of Setin, Wolgaſt, Gatskow and Bardt, 
lying on the Weſt Side of the Oder, rogether 
with the Iſlands of Rugen, Uſedom and Holi. 
The Eaſtern Pomerania is ſubject to the Electot 
of Brandenburg, and ſituate on the Eaſt Side of 
the Oder, being ſubdivided into the Diſtricts 
of Pomerania, Caſubez and Vendoſiz or Menden. 
But before I enter into a more parti De- 
ſcription of this Country, it will be neceſſary 
to give an Abſtra& of the Hiſtory of it, from 
the Year 1217. This Dukedom was divided

Bran- Feten failing about the Year 1464, by the 
vcnburg Death of Ozho III. that part of the Dukedom 
WY VI which belong'd to it was conferr'd on Frede- 
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rick, the 2d Marquis of Br „ by the 
Emperor Frederick Ill. whereupon the Duke of 
Þomeren Wolgaſt conceiving a great piece of 
Injuſtice to have been done his Family, enter- 
ed into a War wich the Ele&or of Brandenburg, 
which ended in a Treaty of Peace, whereby 
it was concluded, That they ſhould both re- 
rain the Title and Arms of the Dukes of Po- 
meren, but the Duke of Molgaſt ſhould remain 
in Poſſeſſion of all the Pomeranian Territories, 
and upon Failure of Iſſue Male, they ſhould 
deſcend entire to the Houſe of Brandenburg. 
Accordingly in the Year 1637, Bugiſſam XIV. 
dying without Iſſue, George William, Elector 
of Brandenburg, laid Claim to the whole Duke - 
dom; but the Swedes having been Allies to 

the late Bugiſlaws, and cad in by him and 
other Germaz Princes to ſupport them againſt 
the Emperor, and being now in Poſſeſſion of 
the beſt part of Pemeren, and pretending that 
the late Duke had by his Will given the Dut- 
chy of Pomeren to the Swede, inſiſted at the 
Treaty of Munſter, that all the H/eftern Pome- 
ren, with the Iſles of Rugex and H/olin, and 
the Town of Setin, ſhould from thencefor- 
ward be annex'd to the Crown of Sweden, and 
that part of the Country to the Eaſtward of 


the River Oder only ſhould be ſubje& to the 
Elector of Brandenburg, and that no longer 


| 
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Arms of the Dukes of Pomeren, and that the Bran- 
Elector ſhould have by way of Equivalent for denburg 
his parting with the Weſtern Pomerania, the LYWWI 


Biſhopricks of Hallerſtat and Minden, and the 
Revetſion of the Arch-Biſhoprick of Magde- 
burg, which he now enjoys. He is alſo al- 
low'd one Voice in the Diets of the Empire 
for Pomeren, another for Magdeburg, and a 
third tor Hallerſtat and Minden. Notwith- 
ſtanding all which Advantages, the Ele&or 
took the Opportunity ſome Years afterwards, 
when the Swede was engag d in a War with 
the Danes and other Powers, Anno 1678, to 
ſcize on moſt part of Pomeren allotted to the 
King of Sweden by the Treaty of Munſter, bur 
was forc'd to relinquiſh it again ſoon after by 
the Treaty of St. Germain, and the Swedes re- 
main d in quiet Poſſeſſion of the Heftern Pome- 
raxia till the late King of Sweden s Defeat at 
Pukowa, when the King of Pruſſia taking Ad- 
vantage of his Diſtreſs, {ciz'd Serin, the Iflands 
of Molli and Uſedom ; and the Danes, by the 
Aſſiſtance of the Pruſſians, Poles and Moſcovite:, 
made themſelves Maſters of Srralſund, Mar- 
ſtrand, the Ifle of Ruger, &c. but by the 
Treaty of Peace which enſu'd, Anno 1720, 
the Danes were oblig'd to reſtore to Sueden all 
they had taken during the War, particularly 
Sralſund, and that part of Pomeren which lies 
Weſt of the River Pexe, with the Iſle of Ruger, 
the Fortreſs of Marſtrand, and all the other 
Iſlands in their Poſſeſſion : But Stetin, and the

The firſt Inhabitants of Brandenburg which 
Hiſtory takes Notice of, were the Suevi, and 
after them the clave. The Emperor Heury I. 
having made a Conqueſt of this Country a- 
bout the Year 927. conferr'd the Government 
of it on Sigefride Earl of Renge/heim, on Condi- 
tion he ſhould defend theſe Marches, or ut- 
moſt Limits of the Empire againſt the Slaves, 
from whence Sgefiride acquir'd the Title of 
Margrave or Marquis of Brandenburg - after 
Sgefride eight others enjoy'd this Marquiſate 
ſucceſſively ; being appointed by the reſpective 
Emperors only during Pleaſure ; of whom 
Primiflans Ring of the Obotriti, the Anceſtor 
of the Dukes of Mecklenburg was the laſt, after 
whoſe Death the Emperor Frederick Barbaroſſa 
conſtituted Albert ſurnamed U,ſis, Prince of 
Anhalt and Marquis of Slruedel, the firſt 
Hereditary Marquis of Brandeuburg about the 
Year 1162. In whoſe Houſe it continued for 
ſixteen Deſcents, when Sigiſnund the laſt of 
this Race, King of Hungary and Balena, ſuc- 
ceeding to the Empire, fold the Marquiſate 
of Brandenburg to Jodocus Duke of Meravia, 
who mortgaged it to Hiliam Marquis cf 
Miſnia, of whom the Emperor redeem'd it, 
and conferr'd the Margravate upon Frederick 
Burgrave of Noremburg, at the Council of Cun- 
lance, Anno 1.417. in Conſiderat ion of the Sum 


of four hundred thouſand Crowns : from 
whom the preſent Ele&or of Brandenburg, the 
King of P:u{77a, derives his Pedigree.

pence of the Blood and Treaſure of their Peo- 
ple; and in ſhort, that it is more cligible to 
be Sovercign of a Company of fawning in- 
digent Slaves, than to be King of a free weal- 
thy People, who while he Conſults his own 
and their Welfare, may command all that 
they are Maſters of, and will ſeldom meet 
with Oppoſition but when he is hurried into 
Schemes deſtructive to his Country. It is not 
lo much rhe Form of Government we live un- 
der as the Diſpoſition of our Governors which 
enders us happy ot miſerable : The beſt con- 
firuted Gorernment in the World may be 
perverted to the vileſt purpoſes by artful Men.

It is generally held ro be within the Limits 

ot Stormaria, a Province of the Dutchy of Hel- 

ſtein : and however this is diſputed by ſome, it 

is agreed, that the Territories belonging to this 

City and adjoining to it lie in Sormaria. They 

contain but a ſmall Circuit, wherein are ſeve- 

ral large Vi and Noblemen's Palaces. 

There are alſo ſeveral little Iſlands in the Elle 
under the Government of the Hamburghers. 

The City of Hamburg, ſays a late Writer, 

conſiſts of a great many little Iſlands in the 

Rivers Elle and Aliſter, which like Venice, have 

a Communication with each other by Bridges.

on of its Virtues, that they apprehend it im- 
poſſible to live without it. 'They have alſo 
plenty of all Proviſions at Hamburg, which are 
either brought down their Rivers from the 
Inland parts of Germany, or imported from 
abroad : but their Markets are with nothing 
better ſtor d than with Sea and River Fiſb, 
and Garden Stuff. Their Gardens, which lic 
contiguous to the Town Walls, do not only 
afford plenty of Fruit, Herbs and Roots, but 
being regularly planted, and extending a great 
way into the Country, yield an inexpreſſible 
Delight to the Cirizens, who have their Coun- 
try Seats in the middle of them. On the o- 
ther fide Ships of good Burthen may come up 
to the very Walls to take in and diſc 


their Lading : the largeſt indeed are fore d to

Peter, formerly a Cathedral, while the Town 
remain'd an Archbiſhoprick, and the Reſiden- 
tiaries of this Church ſtill compoſe a Chapter, 
who have Cognizance of Eccleſiaſtical Cauſes 
from whom there lies no Appeal but to the 
Imperial Chamber at Srire.

bear their ſhare of all Contributions, Charges 
and Offices for the future, on pain of being 
puniſh'd Corporally, and even with Death, 
according to the nature of the Crime. 
The Miniſters of Denmark on the contrary 
publiſh'd an Order of the King of Denmark's, 
requiring the Inhabitants of the Diſtri& of 
Shawenburg not to pay the leaſt Contribution 
or Tax to the Magiſtrates of Hamburg on Pain 
of Dcath,wherein his DaniſþMajeſty alſo revives 
his Claim to that his Hereditary City, as he 
calls it ; and threatens the Citizens that one 
time or other they ſhould feel the Effects of 
his Reſentment. In the Year 1726, the King 
of Denmark proceeded to prohibit the Curren- 
cy of the Hamburg Coin in his Dominions (as 
the Hamburghers had before the Currency of 
the Daniſh Coin in their Territories). He 
alſo requir'd his Subjects not to buy of the 
Hamburghers any Goods of the Growth or 
Manufacture of England, France, Holland, hay, 
Germany, or any other foreign Country; and 
the Daziſh Merchants were requir'd to pur- 
chaſe them in the reſpe&ive Countries where 
they are produc'd or manutactur' d, which is 
a very Loſs to the Hamburghers, who 
us d to furniſh the Dominions of Denmark with 
moſt of their foreign Goods. The Engl 
Hamburg Merchants are ſaid to be more fa- 
voured 
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voured in this City than thoſe of any other Lower 


Nation, on account of the extraordinary Saxony.

Agents being exempted from the Juriſdition 
of the Ciry Courts, and all Civil and Crimina!

Suevia and Germania were almoſt Synonimus 
Terms among the Romans to ſigniſie the ſame 
Country; but afterwards the Name of Suevi 
became appropriated to the Hermunduri, the 
molt conſiderable of the Suevian Nations, who 
fix'd their Seats in that part of Germany, now 
call'd Swabia or Schwabenland ; and from a 
Kingdom dwindled into a Dukedom, after it 
was contracted into narrower Bounds, and 
ſo contiued for ſome Ages. Ar preſent no 
Prince Claims the whole, but it is ſhar'd a- 


mong ſeveral petty Sovereigns. The Dukes 


of Wirtemburg have a greater part than any o- 
ther: The Auſtrian Family alſo have conſi- 
derabic Territories here, as well as the Elector 
of Bavaria, and the Marquiſſes of Baden, and 
the Imperial Cities Claim the Remainder. And

The Dutchy of Hirtemburg is bounded by 
the Palatinate of the Rhine and Franconia on 
the North: By the Biſhoprick of Augsburg on 
the Eaſt : By the Principality of Furſtenburg 
towards the South: And by Baden on the 
Weſt : Being about ſeventy Miles in length, 
and about as much in breadth.

Suſenberg, Count of Han eim and Eberſtein, and 
Lord ot Rotelin , Baden-Weiler, Lahr and 
Mublberg. The Princes of Baden-Baden are 
Roman Catholicks, and thoſe of Baden-Deurlach 
Proteſtants. Their reſpective Pedigrees and 
Iſue will be found in the Appendix. I pro- 
ceed next to the Deſcription of the Imperial 
Cities and other Places in the Circle of Swa- 
lia which have not been treated of already. 

1. Augsburg, a free Imperial City, nam'd 
Auguſta Vindelicorum, from Auguſias Caſar, in 
whole Reign the Romans planted a Colony 
here among the Vindelin, is ſituate in the La- 
titude of 48 24 Minutes near the 
Confines ot Bavaria, at the Conflux of the 
Rivers Lech and Wardar, ſixty Miles South 
Weſt of Ratischbon, and twenty five South of 
Daawert. It is a large populous well built 
City, clteem'd the Capital of Swabia, furniſh- 
ed with many noble Fountains adorn'd with 
Brazen Statues of antient Heroes and Empe-

Travellers who 
paſs through this City admire the Contrivance 
of their publick Granaries, Store Houſes, 
Wine Cellars, Stadthouſe, Arſenal and Cathe- 
dral, the laſt of which is cſteem'd one of the 
Wonders of Germany, and deſcrib'd at large in 
a Treatiſe on purpoſe, by Of. Shades, Amo 
1617. The Height of the Tower is four hun- 
dred eighty nine Feet, and eight Juncles of 
admirable Workmanſhip, and has a Pair of 
folding Gates of Braſs at the Weſt End; but 
what is moſt admir'd is the great (lock, 
wherein is a Celeſtial Globe, with all the 
Motions of the Planets, fix'd Stars, &c. be- 
hind which there is a perpetual Almanack, 
wherein the Day of the Month is pointed at 
by a Statue ſtanding by. The Hours are crow- 
ed by a Cock, and afterwards firuck on a Bell 


by an Angel ; not far from which ſtands ano- 


ther Angel wich an Hour-Glaſs in his Hand, 
which turns round as ſoon as the Clock has 
done ſtriking. The firſt Quarter is ſtruck by 
a Child with an Apple, the {ecand by a young 
Man with an Arrow, the third by a full aged 
Man with a Tip Staff, and the fourth by an 
old Man with his Cane. On the Out · ſide of 
the Church are ſhewn the Increaſe and De- 
creaſe of the Moop, with the Motion of the 
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dun thro all the Signs of the Zodiack, and 2 Upper 
Multitude of other Curioſities, which may be Rhine 
{en at large in the Treatiſe abore mention d..

Fheir Valleys afford Plenty of all manner of 
Grain and Fruits, and Deer and other Game 
abound in their Foreſts, The Rivers Rhine 
and Nectar yield them Fiſh in abundarce, and 
their Hills want neither Metals or other Mi 
nerals; and they have the Convenience of 
Water Carriage, and of tranſporting their 
Merchandize way by means of thei 
Navigable Rivers. The Religion of the Pa- 
latinate, ſays Dr. Nicholſon, has been exceed- 
ingly chang d and varied tince the firſt intro- 
ducing of Lutheraniſm by Count Frederick ll. 
for Frederick II. fer up the Doctrine and Diſci- 
pline of Jobu Calvin. Lodotrick V. expell'd 
Calviniſm, and relter'd the Doctrine of Luther. 
His Son Frederick IV. brought the Calvinifts 
once more into play, to oblige his avaritious 
Miniſters chiefly, who propoſed to raiſe theic 
Fortunes by ſacrilegiouſly ſeizing on the Tyths 
and Glebe, and other poor Remainders ot the 
Church's Patrimony ; by which means, Dr. 
Heylin oblerves, the Clergy being reduc'd to 
miſerable ſhort Stipends, under the Name ot 
a Competency, became ſo contemptible and 
neglected by all forts of Men, that at lat 
the Church of the Palatinate was reduc'd to 
the ſame Condition as the Church of {ſrar! 


was under Jertlaam, when the Prieſls were 


made out ot the meaneſt of the People: Ard 
as 
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luolatry ard Superſticion of the Church of 
une was again eſtabliſh'd, and the Nobility 
aud Gentry who had ſeiz d on the Lands ot 
the Church were forc'd to reſign their ill ac- 
quir'd Poſſeſſions to Popih Prieſts and Feſuits. 
Tax Proteſtant Religion is now ſcarce tolera- 
ed in the Palatizare, though the Generalicy of 
the Natives are of this Perſuaſion ; and what 
is molt to be lamented is, that in every Peace 
thar has been made the laſt forty Years, the 
Proteſtants have given up their unhappy per- 
ſecured Brethere ii, a2 coufented to confirm 
and eſtabliſh Popery in this and many other 
Countries, where the Proteſtant Religion was 
not long betore triumphant.

This Accident however broke off the 
Treaty for the preſent, and Furſtenbury te- 
main d a Priſoner till the Peace of Nimeguen, 
when Lewis XIV. advanc'd him to the Bi- 
ſhoprick of Srasburg, and afterwards procurd 
him a Cardinal's Cap. And it may be ob- 
ſerv'd of that Prince in general, that thoſe 
who ſerv'd him zealouſly never fail'd of his 
Protection and a ſuitable Reward, which may 
be one Reaſon his Miniſters and Officers 
were ſo entirely devoted to his Service dur 
ing the whole Courſe of his long Reign, that 
we have ſcarce an Inftance of his Councils 
being betray'd, or a Town ſurrendred while

Extending an hundred Miles in 
length, and in breadth in ſome places ſixty, in 
others forty, and in others ſcarce twenty 
Miles. Munſter is a barten Country, but no 
part of MWeilphalia produces better Bacon, 
which they export all over Europe, ſo much 
admit d, that it bears double the Price of any 
other. The Name of Munſter is ſaid to be 
deriv'd from Monaſterium, there haviag been a 


noble Monaſtery erected in the place where 
the Capital City now ſtands; which was

Munſter was an Imperial City, and preſerv'd 
its Liberties till the Year 1661. when their 
Biſhop reduc'd them under his Power.

Infar. After the Reformation, till ſome Enthuſiaſts 


and bigotted People brought a Diſgrace on 
this Perſuaſion by their extravagant Behaviour 
and Inſurrection againſt the Government.

By a cunning uſe and improve - 
ment of theſe Qualificat ions he became in time 
2 Man of ſo much Credit as to win over Roth - 
mas, who before had only maintain'd Luther s 
Tenets, to his Opinion, and with him all the 
Proteſtants of the Place immediatly profeſs'd 
themſelves Anabaptiſts. Their Faction after- 
wards encreaſed to ſuch a as to alarm 
the Government, and the Senateendeavour'd 
in vain to apprehend the Ringleaders : their 
Numbers became ſo formidable that they 
compell'd the Magiſtrates to grant them a To- 
leration.

tre, and Orpiment : The other cold as lee, 
turbid and whitiſh, much ſtronger in Taft, 
and heavier than the other, containing much 
Orpiment, Salt, Nitre, Iron, and ſome $4 
Armoniac, Allum and Virricl ; of which 
Water all Fowls that drink of it die ſoon aker 
in Convulſion- Firs, but giving them fone 
common Salt immediately they die not ſo 
ſoon, and Vinegar will recover them. Thoſe 
that have been open'd after drinking this 
Water, their Lungs have been found quite 
ſhrivell'd up, and yet tis a perfect Cute for 
People rroubled with the Worms. The third 
Spring or Stream which iſſues from this Four- 
tain, and is about twenty Paces diſtant from 
the others, is of a greeniſh Colour, very clear, 
and taſts both ſoure and ſweet, pleaſant e- 
nough, and from its Weight is ſuppoſed tobe 
a Mixture of the other two. This Biſhop 
rick was founded by Charles the Great, about

the Statues of all the Emperors ſince Charks

the Houſe p,tip, the Son of the Emperor Maximilm 
and Mary, married Joan the Daughter and 
Heir of Ferdinand and Iſabel King and Queen 
of Fain, the firſt Monarchs of that whole 
Kingdom: Charles their Son, afterwards 
elected Emperor, by the name of Charles V. 
ſucceeded to the Dutchy of Burgundy, ol 
which the Low Countries were Part, in the 
Right of his Father, Anno 1506, to which he 
added Overyſſel and Lrrecht; and ſucceeded to 
the Kingdom of Faiz, in the Right of his

muring either at the Numbers of Foreign 
Troops kept up in the Low Countries, or at 
the Taxes levied to maintain them, in his 
Reign ; and upon the Reſignation of his Do- 
minions he left the Low Countries to his Son 
Philip II. in as peaceable and ſettled a Con- 
dition as could be wiſh'd ; but Philip deter-

been the conſtant Reſidence of their Princes, lands. 
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vedneſs, and taking only Spaniards into his 
Councils even in Flanders, continuing alſo the 
Sai and Tralian Forces on foot, and inſiſi- 
ing on Supplies to maintain them even after 
the Peace with France was concluded, he ſoon 
ceaſed to be belov'd, ſays my Author, and 
became dreaded by his Flemiſh Subjects: while 
he thinking it bencath him to attend to the 
Grievances and Diſcontents of fo inconſider;- 
ble a People, or to be limited by their antient 
Forms of Government, created in them ſuch 
a Diſguſt to his Perſon and Adminiſtration as 
render d that People ripe for a Revolt. Nor 
did William Prince of Orange, a Crafty and 
Ambitious Man (according to Puffendorf ) 
a little contribute to foment their Diſcon- 
tents. For when King Philip had reſolved to 

into Hain, and to commit the Adminiftrz- 
tion of the Netherland to a Governor; the 
Prince of Orange propoſed the making Chriſi- 
na Dutcheſs of Lorrain Regent, hoping to mar- 
ry her Daughter, and to hare the Direction of 
all Affairs ot State; but miſcarrying in both 
his Deſigns by King Philip's conſtituting his 
Natural Siſter the Dutcheſs of Parma Regent 
of the Netherlands, and retuſing his Conſent to 
the Match with the Duke of Lorrain's Daugh- 


ter, the Prince of Orange became a Malecon- 
tent, and only waited for an Opportunity of 


being revengd. The Counts Egmont and 
Hoorn, and many others of the Nobility, were 
extremely diſſatisfied alſo on account of 
Spaniards being preferr'd to the moſt benefici- 
al Employments, and influencing all their 
Councils. Nor were the Clergy leſs offended 
with the King for taking away the Revenues 
of the Abbics, and Endowing ſeveral new 
B:ſhopricks which he had ere&ed, with theit 
Revenues 
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Revenues. For before this time it ſeems there 
wzre but three Bi icks in all the Low 
Countries, to which King Philip added four- 


teen more, making the Number of Sees equal 
to the Number of Provinces. But what con- 


tributed more than any thing to inflame this 
people, was the great Change of Religion 
which happen'd about this time : Many of 
the Flemings had forſaken the Popiſh Commu- 
nion, ſome profeſſing the Lutheran Doctrine, 
ſome that of Calvin, and others the Errors of 
the Anabaptiſts, Cc. which Charles V. had 
exdeavour'd to check by ſevere Proclamati- 
ons, that ſerv'd only to exaſperate the Minds 
of the People; and his Son [hilip determin d 
by ſtill more violent Methods to root out theſe 
Hereſies, as they were call d. In Order to 
which he reviv'd his Fathers Proclamations, 
ard was about ſetting up a Court of Juſtice, 


reſembling that of the Span Inquiſition; the 


rery mention whercof created the utmoſt Hor- 
ror in the Minds of the Flemings ; for in this 
Court they underſtood the Lives, Eſtates and 
Reputations of erery Subject were to be put 
into the Hands of unmerciful Prieſts, who 
gloried in the inhumaniry and rigour of their 
Proceedings, and might puniſh any Man on 
Suſpicion without producing his Accuſer, or 
acquainting him with the Charge againſt him. 
Vhile they were under theſe diſmal Appre- 
henſions a Religious War breaking out in 
France, compell'd great Numbers of Calviniſt: 
to fly that Kingdom and retire to the Nether- 
lands, as great Numbers of Lutherans had a!- 
ready done from Germany, aud Englyb from 
Britain on Account of the Perſecution there 
in Queen Mary's Reign · Theſe Accidents 
filing the Netherlands with ſwarms „ Pro- 

TeRtancs , 
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teſtants; t;e Admiration of their Zeal, Com- 
paſſion for their Sufferings, or the Humour of 
the Age, gain'd them many Proſelites Daily 
among the Nobility, as well as the meaner 
Sort of People, bur principally in the Cities, 
where Trade ard Riches were much encreagd 
by theſe new Inhabitants, who brought their 
Fortunes with them. This gave frequent 
Opportunity to the Judges of the Inquilition 
to exert their Authority, and inflict the ſere- 
reſt Puniſhments on the unhappy Proteſtants; 
with which Proceedings the Flemmings were 
the more terrified, becauſe in this Court none 
of their Privileges, the Indulgence of the 
King, or Interceſſions of the Grandees could 
avail them, and they were conſcious they 
had given a great deal of Liberty to their 
Tongues, and thereby rendred themſelves ob- 
noxious to their Enemies. The Spaxziard, 
tis ſaid, were not ill ſatisfied to find the 
Flemmings oppoſe theſe violent Proceedings, 
whereby they were furniſh'd with a Handle 
to reduce them under their abſolute Domini 
on, and by ſurpreſſing their Liberties and Pri- 
vileges propos d to make them Sub-ſervientto 
their Deſigns againit England and Franc, 
which King Ph:lip had detecmin'd to invade. 
Vhereupon Queen Elizabeth of England, who 
had diſcover'd his Intentions, tis ſaid, fo- 
menred the Divifions of the Low Countries 
in order to find the Spautard Employment, 
and divert him from his intended Deſcent up- 
on Englaxd ; for Spain was at this time arri d 
to that height of Power as to become terti- 
ble to all her Neighbours; and Univerſal Mo- 
narchy, as generally dreaded from this Quar- 
ter, as it was afterwards in the Reign of 
Lews XIV. from the fide of France. 


Thus, 
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Thus, fays Monſr. Puffendorf, were the 
S:eds of Civil Diſcord ſown among the Flem- 
mings, when Philip II. went into Spain, having 
left the Government in the Hands of the Re- 
gent and Council of State, whereof the Prince 
of Orange, the Earl of Egmont, and others 
were Members: but Cardinal Granvile, a 
an, a ſubtle Stateſman, was moi re- 
ly'd on by the King: And the Regent had 
poſitive Orders to govern ſolely by his Ad- 
rice, which the reſt of the Lords of the Coun» 
cil obſerving, oppos'd the Cardinal in what- 
erer he mov'd, eſpecially when he preſs'd the 
putting in Execution the King's Orders con- 
cerning the eſtabliſhing the new Biſhopricks, 
and extirpating the Proteſtant Religion; the 
Flemiſp Lords ever adviſing a Toleration, and 
that the People might be treated in a milder 
manner ; and fo univerſal was the hatred of 
the People againſt the Cardinal, that the Earls 
of Egmant and Hoorn wrote to the King, that 
unleſs he was remov'd it was impoſſible to 
preſerve the Peace of the Country. 

Whereupon his Majeſty ſo far comply'd 
with them as to remove the Cardinal, but at 
the lame time directed the Regent to be guid- 
ed by the Preſident of the Council Vigilius and 
the Earl of Barlemont, who in every reſpect 
purſued the Cardinal's Rules: inſomuch, that 
it was commonly ſaid, tho the Body of the 
Cardinal was remov'd, his Spirit {till remain'd 
in the Council; and Proclamations and Acts 
of State ſtill continued to be publiſh'd a- 
gainſt the new Religion, which the People 
oppos'd, and would not ſuffer them to be put 
in Execution; the Earl ot Egmont thereupon 
was ſent into Spain by the Regent and the 
Senate, to repreſent the State of Affairs to his 

M. jeſty: 
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Majeſty : but the King would remit nothing 
of the Severitics he had ditected to be us d in 
Relation to Religion; and it was given out 
in the Low Countries, that he had agreed 
with Charles IX. of France to extirpate 2 
Hereticks (Proteſtants) out of their Domini- 
ons, which put the Flemmings in the utmc; 
Conſternation, and occaſion d their coming to 
a Reſolution to oppoſe the Spaniſh Court with 
all their Might. 

Several of the Nobility enter d into an A. 
ſociation, which they ſtil'd a Compromiſe, 
whereby they engaged to ſuppreſs the Inqui- 
ſition, and ſtand by each other in the Defence 
of their Religion: proteſting however at the 
ſame time, that they had no other End in 
view but the Glory of God, the Grandeur 
of the King, and the Peace of their Native | 
Country. This Aſſociation was ſubſcrib d by 
four hundred Perſons of Quality, among whom 
the chief were the Lords Henry Bredrode, Leri 
Earl of Nifaw, Brother to the Prince d 
Orange, the Earls of Culenbergb and Berg, C. 
who met at Bruſſels, and deliver d a Petition 
to the Regent, defiring that the Proclamatr 
ons concerning Religion might be re-call'd. 
She anſwer d them in courteous and general 
Terms; but promis d no more than that ſhe 
would know the King's Pleaſure in the Mar 
ter ; and it was commonly reported that the 
Earl of Barlemont, who flood near the Re 
gent, acquainted her that they were a parcel 
of Beggars, and that ſhe had nothing to feat 
from them ; which rendred the Name of Gur 
ſen, or Beggars, very famous afterwards, tit 
Malecontents taking for their Arms a Beg | 
gars-Pouch. 
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In the mean time ſcveral Pamphlets were 

bli.u'd on the S. j.&, which ſtill more ex» 
aſperat.d the People, wao finung the King 
inexorable in the Po nt of R-ligion, ati mud 
in 2 tumultuo.s manner, plunder'd the 
Churches, and bcok: down the Images they 
found there; and tno' che Prince of O ange 
and the Earl of Egmont did their utmolt 0 
ſe che Tumult, King PH could never 
be perſuaded but that tney were at che bot- 
tom of it, who finding tnemſclves ſuſpected, 
held everal Conſultations tor cheit on S tety, 
but came co no Reſolution. The Regent in 
the mean wailz having rais d ſome Troops 
either by Threats or fair / ords, prevaii'd wien 
molt ot the Malecontents to ſubmit and re- 
concile themſelves to tac King, others fl. d in- 
to Foreign Nations, and ſome few were ex- 
emplarily puniſh'd, whereby the Country was 
reltor'd to its tormer Tranquility, and the 
Pri:ce of O-aage retir'd io G:rmany. 

Tac Regent hereupon advis'd nis Carholick

Hum into Cuſtody, whom he churg's with 
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buſy in raiing theſe Taxes by Force on the

About the ſame time the Earl of Bergh took 
ſeveral Places in Gelderland, Frier land, and 
Ounſſel; and Lewis of Naſſau, with the Aſ- 


ſiſtance of the French, ſurpriz'd the City of 


Mw, which the Duke D' Alva ſoon after re- 
took, notwithſtanding the utmoſt Efforrs of 
the Prince of Orange to relieve it, who found 
himſelf oblig'd to retire into Holland. D Alva 
akerwards repoſſeſs d himſelf of Mecklin, 
which City had declar'd for the Prince. He 
Ao retook Zutpben, and having made himſelf 
Maſter of Naerden and Haerlem, treated the 
C:tizens with the utmoſt Barbarity ; and if 
DaAlva be not mi he us d to boaſt 
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the Sword during his fix Years Adminiftrg. 
tion, he had caus'd exghteen thouſand of the 
Natives to be executed by the Hangman:

Requeſenes at bis Entry on the Government 
of the Nerherlands, ti ding the City of Mig:

Troops had privately gotten into Autuerp, 
they were driven out again by the Burghers 
with confiderable Loſs. The like Attempts

Alter the Seas, already mention'd, their 
Lakes may deſerve to be remember'd, which 
are only leſſer Seas ſurrounded by the Land, 
of which there are a great mary in the United 
Provinces, the chief whereof is Haerlem Mer, 
ex:endirg almoſt from Amſterdam to Led, 
being ſixtcen or eighteen Miles long, and 2 
bout halt as broad, but grows larger every 
Day, encroaching on the Lands contiguous 
to it, which has occaſion d ſome to projet 
the Drainirg of it, as other Lakes have been, 
and prov'd to be a very good Soil when laid 


dry; particularly one ot two Leagues broad 


Sir Millam Temple mentions in North Holland, 


which has been made firm Land, being that - 
part of the Country call d the Bemfter, now 


the richeſt Soil in the Province, lying upon a 
Level divided by Canals, and the Ways tao 
it planted with Rows of Trees, which make 
a molt agreeable Summers Landskip. Indeed 
the whole Country is cut thro with Canals 
whicn lead to every Town and Village, and 
even to every Farm-houſe almoſt, and we ſee 
ſuch an infinite Number of Sails, ſays my 
Author, ſteering every way thro' the Land, 
that one would be tempted to think there 
were as many People live upon the Water # 
on Shore, which he obſerves is a great A& 


vantage to their Trade, and not to be imity

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Their Seas, Rivers and Canals afford them 
Plenty of Fith ; but there are ſome kinds 
which they are oblig'd chicfly to the Coaſt of 
Britain tor, particularly Herrings, Oyſters, 
and many other kinds ot Sheii-hfſh ; but I 
deſign to treat particularly of their Fiſherics 
hercatter, and therefore content my ſelf with 
the bare mention of them here, and proceed 
next to enquire into the Air and Seaſons. 

The Air of this Country, ſais S'r Hiliam 
Temple, would be all Fog and Milt if it was 
not purifhed by tile Shaurpucls ot their Froits, 
which ncver fail to vilit them with every 
Eaſt Wind for about four Mfontl's in the Year, 
and are much ſcverer than with us, tho' there 
be ſcarce auy Uifferet.ce in the Latitude, be- 
cauſe this Wind comes to them over a long 
Tract of frozen Con inent, but is moiſten'd 
by the Vapuurs, or ſoften'd by the Warm:h 
of the Seas Motion be ore it reaches us. 
This, ſays the ſame Writer, is the greateſt 
Diſadvantage of Trade occalion'd by their 
Situation, tho' it be extremely neceflary for 
their Health, for their Harbours ate frequent- 
ly ſhut up two or three Months together in 
Winter by the Ice, when ours are open, eſpe- 
cially thoſe in the Zuiderſce. The Spring is 
much ſhorter and leſs agrecable in the U ited 
Provinces than in Exg/a:d. The Winter colder, 
and ſome par.s of the Summer much hotter; 
nor is it uncommon for the Violence ot the 
one to give way to that of the other, with- 
out any intermediate temperate Szaſon. The 
Moiſtneſs of the Air, the ſame ingenious 
Writer is of Opinion, was originally the 
Occaſion of that great Neatneſs obſerv'd in 


their Houſes, and the Cleaneſs of their Streets,

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be habitable, the Air would corrupt upon e- 
very hot Seaſon, and expoſe the Natives to 
infecti 8 Diitempers, which they ſeldom e- 
ſcare three Summers together as it ie, 
cially at Leyden, where the Waters ſtagnate 
more than in any other part of the 
and this is ſuppos'd to be the Reaſon why 
Leyden js one ot che cleaneſt Towns in Holand. 
This Moiſture of the Air alſo cauſes Metals 
to ruſt, and Wood to mould fooner than in 
other Places, which occaſions their perpetual 
rubbing and ſcouring ; and this is the Reaſon 


of that Brightneſs and Cleaneſs which ſeems 


affected in their Houſes. De Mit their Coun- 
tryman obſerves, that the Winters in Hild 
are and long, and conſcquently that 
they have more Occaſion for Light, Firing, 
Cloathing and Food, than in wat mei Countries: 
Taa: tacir Cattle are forc'd ro be hous'd and 
fed with dry Meat great part of the Winter; 
when in other Countries in the ſame Latitude 
they remain all Wister in the Field. The 
Seaſons alſo are ſo ſhor:, that they mult be 
punctually obſerv d if they expect their arable 
Lands ſhould yield them any Profir. And the 
Neighbourbood of the Sea does not only oc- 
caſion unwholſome Weather in Spring and 
Autumn, but the co!d Winds blaſt moſt of 
the Fruit; and in Autumn great part of their 
unripe Fruit is blown down by furious S:orms 
of Wind. 

The Diſeaſes of the Country are chiefly 
the Gour and the Scurvy, but in hot and dry 
Summers they are vilited with malignan

vers, eſpecially at Amſterdam and Leyden. 


Theſe Diſtempers lye moſt in the Head, and 
frequently occaſion ſudden Death. If the

The is 
I IR Talk of it 
is ſuppteſs d. and no Diſtinction made, as with 
us, what Diſtemper every one dies of. Nor 
do they take much care of their Sick, which 
my Author v ſeribes either to their firm Be- 
lief in Prede ſtination, or to their preferring 
Trade and Buſineſs even to Life it ſelf. Fo- 
reigners, cis obſetv d, are frequently ſubject to 
the Spleen in this Country, which the Natives 
ſeldom are, being too buſy a People, tis ſup- 
pos d, to be affected by this Diſtemper ; this 
ſeeming to be the Diſeaſe of the Idle, or of 
thoſe who think themſelves ill entertain'd, 
who are never out of humour or diſcompos'd 
but they attribute it to a formal Dif ate: 
whereas ſuch dull Fits frequently happen trom 
the Changes of the Wind or Weather, which 
afe& the finer Spirits of the Brain before 
they grow ſenſible in other Parts, and are 
apt to alter the Shapes and Colours of what- 
erer is repreſented to us by our Imaginations 
while we are ſo affected. Yer this Effect is 
not ſo ſtrong but Buſineſs or Intention of 
Thought will either reſiſt or divert ic, in the 
Opinion ot my Author, who obſerves fur- 
ther, that this is a Diſeaſe too refin'd for this 
heavy People, who are well when they are 
not ill, and pleas'd when they are nor trou- 
bled; content becauſe they think little of it, 
and feek their Happineſs in the common Sa- 
tisfactions and Conveniences of Life, or the 
Encreaſe of Riches, not amuſing themſelves 
with more ſpeculative Entertainments, or Re- 
em Pleaſure. But to return : Long 
Life is a Bleſſing ſeldom known in this Coun- 
tty, both Men and Women begin to decay 
very early, eſpecially at Amſterdam ; os 
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Sir Wiliam Temple ſeems to remark it as an u- 
common thing, that he had ſeen at the Hayu 
(the beſt Air in Holand) two Men above & 
venty, which may poſſibly proceed from their 
Diet, and want of Exerciſe, as well as from 
the badneſs of the Air; for dry'd and ſalted 
Fleſh and Fiſh are their uſual Food, and Bran- 
dy and Geneva very commonly drunk. They 
ſcarce know what Rural Sports mean, neither 
do they ride on Horſe back, or walk from one 
Town to another about their Buſineſs, but 
are drawn along by a Horſe in a cover d Boat 
upon a {ſmooth Canal, ſcarce ſenſible of any 
Motion, which too I rake to be the Occalion

In 1482. their Princeſs 
Mary of Burgundy encompais d it with a ſtrong 
Brick-Wall of extraordinary Workmanſhip, as

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appears by two Gates ſtill remaining. In 1 

pare further — 00d bee 
the chief Town of Trade in theſe Provinces, 
In 1656, a large Space of Ground was taken 
in and built upon, and the whole 
with a new Wall of Brick and Gates of Stone, 
which gave it che preſent Form of a Creſcen;, 


and its Circumference is now computed to be 


about half as much as London and Weſtminſter. 
Others aſſure us that it ſtands upon two thou- 
ſand Acres of Ground. A great Addition 
was made to the Fortifications in the Year 
1672. when Lewis XIV. invaded their Cour- 
try, which occaſion d the Diſtruction of ſere- 
ral fine Gardens, but the Town was thereby 
made as ſtrong as it was capable of being by 
Art. Three parts of it are defended by a 
ſtrong Wall, Baſtions and Outworks, and 2 
large Graff or Ditch, and the fourth ſecur'd 
by that Arm of the Sea already mention'd, 
call'd the Tor 7). The Houſes are generally 
well built with Brick and Stone, the Streets 
broad and neatly pav'd, with Canals in the 
middle of many of them, planted with rows of 
Trees, and handſom Scone Bridges over their 
Their fineſt Streets are the Heer-graff, the 
Keyſergraff, and the Princes-graff, where many 
of th. Houſes are of Free Stone, and adorn dwith 
Columns of the Corinthian Order. The Street 
of Hm alſo i« admir'd for its Length and 
Breadch,and three S.one Bridges laid croſs the 
Canal: The Harbour always contains an in 
finice Number of Ships, eſpecially in the 
Spring, when may be ſeen fifteen or fixteen 
hundred Veſſels ſetting ſail for the Baltick only. 
There are not however in this gre ac City 


more 
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bliſh'd Religion, which is that of Joh Calvin, 
or the Presbyterian, with wo French, one 
Hyb-Dutch, and one Englih Churcu, all Preſ- 
byterians, theſe only are allow'd Bells, and 
their Preachers maintain'd by the Government. 
Thoſe of this Se& are compured to make one 
third of the Inhabitants of the City. The Pa- 
pilts, who have upwards of fourſcore Chapels 
or private meeting Houſes, are ſuppos d to 
make another third. Theſe have a Square in 
the Town inhabited by Nurs, who are at Li- 
however to leave cheir Cloylters and 

marry if they pleaſe, The Roman Catholicks - 

are leaſt in favour with the Gorernment of any 
of the Inhabitants, and their Chapels are ſome- 
times ſnut up by the Scout or Sheriff, and o- 
pen'd again upon Application made to the Ma- 
giltrates. The Lutheraus, Arminians, Jews, Eng- 
% ladependants, Anabaptiſts and Quakers 
take up another third part of the Town, and 
all theſe, except the Diſciples of Calvin, are re- 
rain d from celebrating their Marriages ac- 
cording to their reſpective Rites till the Par- 
ties have been firſt married before a Magiſtrate, 
nor are any admitted to Offices or Places of 
Truſt but Presbyterians. 

Their Churches are generally handſom 
Structures, that of St. Katherines is eſteem'd 
the fineſt, having been burnt down in the Year 
1645, and fince magnificently built: In the 
Paintings of the Windows is repreſented the 
Emperor Maximilian giving them an Imperial 
Crown, as a Creſt to their Arms. The Pulpit 
s ſaid to be a Maſter-picce of its kind, a- 
dorn'd with the moſt exquiſite Carvings ; and 
the Organ the largeſt and beſt in Emrope, at 
leaſt at the time it was ſet up, and is ſupport- 
ed by Marble Pillars. The Partition which 
Vol. VIII.

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ſeparates the Church from the Chancel i d 
poliſn d Braſs, kept as bright as poſſible; but 
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to ſay the Truth, we muſt not expect to 
the dos of the Dutch Pres _ 
comparable to thoſe in Roman Catholick Cour- 
tries, either for the Elegancy of the Building, 
Paintings, Carvings, Ornaments, or the rich- 
neſs of the Materials, and therefore I ſhall not 
tire the Reader with a further Deſcription of 
this or the reſt, but proceed — 
or Guild-Hall, on which Building alone the 
Dutch ſeem to have laid out much more Mo- 
ney than on all the Churches in this gieat 


The Stadthouſe is a handſom oblong Square 
Building of Free-Stone ; the Front, which is 
the Lane of it, extending two hundred and 
eighty- two Feet, the Breadth two hundred 
thirty two Feet, and the Heighth of the Roof 
one hundred and fixteen Feet: The Pillars arc 
of the Corinthian Order ; and it is founded up 
on above thirteen thouſand vaſt Piles of Wool 
driven into the Earth with incredible Labour. 
In the middle of the Front over the Cornice, 
is a noble Piece of Carving in Marble, ei

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of fits a Woman with the Wings of a Mercury 
and a Hat on her Head, behind her are ſeen 
the Maſts, Sails, Yards and Tackling of 
with all kind of Mathematical Inſtru- 
ments us'd in Navigarion, round about her 
2nd at her Fect lies that Arm of the Sea call'd 
the J. and the River Amſtel, and on each ſide 
the Inhabitants of the four Quarters of the 
World offering her Fruits, over theſe alſo are 
plac'd three Images of Braſs of the ſame Di- 
menſions with thoſe in the Front, one whereof is 
an Atlas bearing a large Globe of Copper ten 
Feet Diameter, having on the Right a Statue 
ting Temperance, and another perſo- 
nating Juſtice on the Left. Over the four cor- 
ners of the Building ſtand four Eagles of Braſs 
fnely gilt, ſupporting an Imperial Crown, 
and in the middle of the Building is a hand- 
ſom round Tower, which riſes fifty Foot a» 
bove the Roof, ſupported by Pillars, and a- 
dorn'd with Statues, and in it is a fine Chime 
of Bells, on which are plaid all manner Tunes 
on their Feſtivals and rejoycing Days: Bur 
the Bells in the Low Countries are never rung 
out as are in England. The Portico, which 
is not anſwerable to the magnificence of the 
Building, is enter d by ſeven little arch'd Doors; 
within the Portico are two tes or Doors, 
which le ad into the Houſe At the Entrance on 
thekight· hand is a noble Hall, where a Tribu- 
ul is held for the Tryal of Criminals, adorn d 
with Marble Statues, whole dejected Looks 
ſeem to expreſs a Concern, lay ſome, for the 
unhappy Wretches that are brought before 


this Court; or as others, that they repreſent . 


the Priſoners themſelves full of that Confuſion, 
which is natural to Perſons in their Circum- 
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and Cielings of moſt of the Rooms are fine y 
carv'd, pamted and gilded, and the Floctz 
laid with Marble. Below Sta:rs is the Office 
cf rhe Burk, and the Prifons both for Debtcr, 
and Criminals, with a Guard C 

wherethe Citizens have their main Guard, ard 
where the Keys of the City are lock'd up ere- 
ry Night. From hence a handſum broad Pair 
of Stairs, but ſomething daik, leads into the 
Burghers Hall, which is an hundred and twer- 
ty Foot Long, 37 Broad, and 98 Foot in Heigitb: 
Tue Marble Floor wacreot is ſo laid as to te- 
prei-n:, without any other Lines than the 
Veics of the Stoue, the Celeſtial and Terreſitul 


Globes, the Conſtellations in the Heavens, 


and the Situation of every Country vpo; 
Earth. Each of theſe Marble Maps, as tue; 
are ſtil'd, being two and twenty Feet Diane - 
ter. At the end of this Hall is the Schepes,, 
or Aldermens Chamber, where Civil Cauſcs 
are try'd: and in the Galleries, which fur- 
round two Square Courts, are ſcveral other 
Chambers and Offices belonging ro the Go- 
vernment, as the Chamber ot their Senate cr 
Council, the Burzhomalter's Chamber, the 
Treaſury, The Chamber of Accounts, Ct. 
over theſe Chambers in the ſecond Story, is a 
large Magazine of Arms, and on the top of 
the Building are eight large Ciſterns of Wa- 
ter, which are convey d to any Room in the 
Houſe by Pipes in Caſes of Fire, and the 
very Ch:mneys by way of Prevention are lind 
with Copper. On a Pedeſtal of Black Mar 
ble, whereon is plac'd 2 Statue of the Bleſſed 
Virgin, is a Latin Inſcription, importing that 
the ficlt Stone of this noble Structure was laid 
on the 28th of Ofteber, 1648. when the Wa: 


which the States had maintain'd in almoit e- 
ver; 
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very part of the World, above fourſcore Years, 
in Defence of their Religion and Liberties, a- 

inſt the three Philips of Spain, was happily 
concluded. Their Magiſtrates firſt aſſembled 
in it in the Year 1655. but it 1s not yet entire- 
ly fniſh'd, which ſome Conjecture proceeds 
rom an old Propheſy, that from the time their 
Stadthouſe is finiſh'd their State ſhall begin to 


decline. 

Other Publick Buildings in Amfterdam 
which Travellers take Notice of, are the Ad- 
mitalty Office, the Eaſt- Izdia-Houſe, the Ar- 
lenal, the Hoſpitals for Widows and Orphans, 
from which Baſtards are not excluded, for 
Madmen, Sick and Aged, the Houſe of Cor- 
region, Spin-Houſe, or Work-Houſe, the 
publick Schools, where Lectures are read on 
ſeveral Faculties, and the Exchange. In their 
Hoſpitals of all kinds, tis ſaid, there are not 
leſs than twenty thouſand Souls maintain'd : 
and tis obſerv'd of them, as of thoſe in Eng- 
laid, that they reſemble Princes Palaces ra- 
ther than the Habitations of poor People. 
There are Houſes allo where a Perſon may 
have his Diet and Lodging for Life on the 
Advancement of a ſmall Sum of Money, which 
are call'd the Proveniers Houſes : And at eve- 
ry Houſe almoſt in the City there hangs a 
Poors Box by a Chain, in which People put 
Money as they are diſpos'd, eſpecially on a 
Sale of Goods, or any conſiderable Bargain ; 
and the Deacons go once a Quarter round the 
City and take the Money out of theſe Boxes: 
There are alſo twice a Week Men that belong 
to the Hoſpitals who go round the City with 
a Bell, and ask relief at every Houſe, and are 
ſeldom diſmiſs'd without ſome Pence. They 
hare ſeveral other ways of raiſing Money for 

their 
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their Poor, as by the Play-Houſes, that pay 
half their Gains to this uſe : Every Rope. 
Dancer, Puppet-Player, and Perſon preteng. 
ing to divert the People at Fairs by any means 
whatever alſo pays a third part of his Gains 
to the Poor. Every Perſon who paſſes 
a Gate after Candle-light pays a Penny tothe 
uſe of the Poor: and what theſe, and ſome o- 
ther little Taxes fall ſhort of maintaining 
their Hoſpitals, is ſupplied out of the Publick 
Revenue. As to the Government of this C-

Their Manufactures conſiſt chiefly in 
Silks, Velvet and Linnens : The Lianen they 
make here is eſteem d the fincſt and whitelt of 
any in the Province. They have alſo a conſt 
derable Trade in Thread and Tapes. Her 
the famous Lawrence Ceſfter dwelt, to whon 
the Dutch aſcribe the Invention of Printing 
Ano 1440. which is diſputed with them by 
the Citizens of Mentz in Germany. This Tom 
is famous alſo for the brave Defence & Bt

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ards in the Year 1573. when 
torm'd themſclves into Regiments 
and Companies to aſſiſt the Burghers ; but be- 
| ing oblig'd to ſurrender after ten Months gal- 
hunt Defence, the Spaniard exercis d great 
Cruelties on the Inhabitants, deſtroying many 
of them in cold Blood. To the Southward

In the Middle of the Town is a 
tou d Stone Tower, fix hundred and ten Feet 
in Circumference, aſcended by fitty Steps, 
and according to the Tradition of the place, 
was built by the Romans, but of no great 
Strength at preſent» Thoſe who give a par- 
ticular D-ſcription of the Place obſerve, that 
it hath eight Gates, that there are twenty 
three Wards in this City ſubdivided into 
ninery leſſer parts; that there are thirty Iſlands, 
twenty four Canals, an hundred and cighty 
Streets, niuety hve Bridges, and forty Tow- 
ers on the Walls. The principal Churches 
are thoſe of St. Peter, St. Paucras, and the 
New Church, the laſt of which is ot a curcu- 
lar Form. Their Hoſpitals are many and 
large, that of the Orphans only maintaining 
nine hundred Children. A Univerſity was 
founded here by the States General in the 
Year 1575. Ihe Schools contiſt of a large 
Pile of Brick Building three Stories high, in 
the uppermoſt whereof the famous E!zevir 
had his Printing Room. The Scudents of 
this Univerſity are computed to be about two 
Thouland ; but there are only two endowed 
Colleges, moſt of the Lads boarding in the 
Toxn. Adjoining to the Schools is a Phy- 
lick Garden, where the Profeſſor in Botany 
reads his Lectures. The Profeſſors never 
wear Gowns but at Lectures, and when they 
preſide in publick Diiputations. Nor are the 
Students at all diſtinguiſh'd by their Habit. 
Tae Rector, who is choſen out of three pre- 
ſented to the States, is elected annually ; 
there are beſides three Curators, and twelve 
three in each Faculty. The Rector 
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with the four Burgomaſters, his Aſſeſſotz, 
and ſome of the Aldermen, determine all 
Cauſes Civil and Criminal. Their Library; 
in great Eſteem for its Manuſcripts ; and the 
Aratom:y Theatre is ſaid to exceed that of 


Padua, or the Surgeons Hall in Land n, ha- 


ving a vaſt number of Skelerors of all Kings 


and Sizes, fereral Mummics, and particular- 
ly one of an Eg pt . Prince eighteen hundred 
Years old, with Pagan Idols and Relicks, and 
Habits of People of the moſt diſtant Coun- 
tries. The principal Manufacture in Leiden 
is Wooller-Cloth and Cam! lers ; and their 
Gardens eld them a conſiderable Profit, 
their Garcen Stuff being ſo much valued as 
to be carried as far as Amſterdam. Theſe 
Gardens are ſa d to have four or fixe Crops 


to be worth two hundred and fif. y, or thiee 
hundred Pounds, an Acre of arable two hun- 
dred, and an Acre of Meadow an hundred 
ard forty Pounds. In the Rhineland- Fouje the 
Dikegrarc, one of the moſt conſiderable Ot- 
ficers in this Country, and his Atlociates, 
meet in Con ſultation about the Repair of the 
Dikes, Banks and Canals in the Diſtrict of 
Rhineland, of which Lezden is the Capital. 
In the Church of St. Mary's is a Monument 
of Joſeph Kaliger, and another of Clufius the 
Herbaliſt, with a Latin Inſcription, impott- 
ing, that he was call'd hither to adorn the A- 
cademy, where he liv'd ſixteen Years, and 


died Anno 1609. in the 84th Year of his Age, 
under which is this Diſtich;

The Place is govern'd by its own Magiſtrates, 
and enjoys all the Privileges of a City of 
Holand, but the ſending its Repreſcntatives to 
the States. In this Village alſo the States- 
General and the Council of State always aſ- 
ſemble. Here are held the ſupreme Courts 
of Judicature. Foreign Miniſters are admir- 
ted ro their Audience, and reſide here; and 
all publick Affairs are tranſacted, which draws 
a Mulcirude of People hither, and occaſions 
its being a very flouriſhing Town. The Pa- 
lace is a handiom Brick Building, making two 
Angles of a Square, in the middle whereof 
is a large Hall, equal to that of Guildball in 
In this Palace was an Apartment for 
late Princes of Orange; the Chambers of 
States-General and Provincial, ard ot the 
il of State. And adjoining to it is a 
Srone Building, call'd the Palace of 
Maurice of Naſſau, who built it. On

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Houſes where the Lodging and Furniture are 
much the ſame as with us. They do of late 
begin to imirate their politer Neighbours in 
chele Particulars as well as in their Dreſs. 
Their Kitchin Utenſils, whether Pewter, 
Braſs or Iron, are as bright as poſſible, and 
many of them muffled up in Woollen to pre- 
ve them from Ruſt ; and the China, and 
other fine Earthen: ware, is marſhall'd in the 
exacteſt Order in their Houſes. Their Ta- 
ble-Linnen and Sheets are always clean and 
fine, a Man does not meet with a foul Nap- 
kin in the Country. Their Childrens Cradles 
are flung with four Ropes to a Beam in the 
middle of the Room, and hung above a Yard 
from the Ground, and their Children conſe- 
quently rock'd with a very eaſy Motion, 
without Noiſe or giving any Diſturbance to 
the Family.

HE Dutch are generally till ſtrong buiit Perſons

any where, or rather no Shape at all. Nor 
is their Motion leſs diſagreeable than their 
Shape ; they move heavily and aukwardly, in- 
ſomuch that it is not difficult to diſtinguiſh 
a Hollander from a Native of England or _— 
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almoſt the Length of a Street by his Mien 
Their Features or Complexion are not to be 
found fault with, except among the Boors and 
Seafaring Men, who are very numerous; but 
the Badneſs of their Complexiors is to be 2. 
ſcrib'd rather to their being expos'd to the 
Weather than any thing elſe Their Garbis 
exceeding plain among all forts of People, ex- 
cept the Officers of the Army and ſome few 
others, which affect to follow the Het 
Modes, otherwiſe they change their Faſhions 
as rarely as in Hain. I did not obſerve 
thing very particular in the Dreſs of the Men, 
unleſs it were that their Coats had neither 
Shape nor Pleats, and their long Pockets were 
ſet as high as their Ribs ; but that of the 
Women appear'd ſomething odd to vs, their 
Coats coming no lower than the middle of 
their Legs: As to Head-Dreſſes they have 
little or none, many of them content them- 
ſelves with tying up their Hair and wearing 
three black Knots upon their Heads, one on 
each fide, and the other on the hinder part of 
the Head, and perhaps a Hood over all when 
they go out; tho' I muſt confeſs I have ſeen 
ſeveral of them of late in a French Dreſs, 
which in time will be follow'd probably there 

as much as in Euglard, and it ſeems ſtrange 
that they have continued their old Faſbions ſo 
long when there is ſuch a Multicude of Fo- 
reigners in the Country, eſpecially of the 
French Nation. The Ladies of Pleaſure who 
frequent their Muſick houſes, are generally 
dreſs'd in a Coat and Jacket, pretty much te- 
ſembling the Riding-Habirs which are wom 
at preſent by the Women of England, which 
is not the moſt becoming Dreſs to a Dutch 
Shape.

| know my Readers will have a great R „ 
© che Opinion of Sir William Temple in this 
Particular, and therefore I ſhall give them the 
Subſtance of his Obſervations on this Head, 
bur ſhall take Liberty where I ſee Occafion 
to make ſome Reflections on the Character 
he gives them, and add ſome things which he 
may have omitted. This Gentleman divides 
the Nation into five Claſſes, conſiſting, 1. of 
Boors, or Husbandmen.

beſt Dealers in the World. 
Their Thoſe who live on their Patrimonial E- 
Stateſmen ſtates in great Cities reſemble the Merchants 
well edu- and Tradeſmen in the Modeſty of their Drel 
lifieg and their parſimonious way of living, but 
Go. there is a wide difference in their Education 
vernment and Manners; foc after they come from 
School they go to the Univerſities of Lan 
or Utrecht, where they go through the Cour 
mon Studies of thoſe Places, bur apply them 
ſelves chicfly to the Civil Law, which is the 
Law of the Country, at leaſt they are in 
great meaſure govern'd by it. When young 
Gentlemen have finifh'd their Studies at home, 
if their Relations are Wealthy, they are fent

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abroad to England or France ; not often to 


not | hal, and leſs to Spain and the Northern Coun» 


the whole Deſign of their Education 
being to fit them for the Magiſtracy in their 
Towns and Provinces ; and of theſe Men are 
the Civil Officers in the State generally com- 
pos d, namely, of Men deſcended of Families 
who have conſtantly been in the Magiſtracy 
of their Native Towns for many Generations, 
and not of mean or Mechanick Tradeſmen, 
25 is ſometimes ſuggeſte d, tho? tis true, there 
acc ſometimes Merchants and Wholſale Trades- 
men admitted into the Magiſtracy, and made 
Deputics of the States. And the Members 
of the States will ſometimes employ their 
Money in carrying on a beneficial Trade ; by 
Servants and Houſes maintain'd for that pur- 
poſe; but the generality of the States and Magi- 
rates are of the other kind, whoſe Eſtates 
conſiſt in the Penſions of their Offices, the 
Rents of their Lands, the Intereſt of their 
Money, Stocks in the Eaft- Iadia-Company, or 
in Shares upon the Adventures of great Mer- 
chants, and it is ſeldom that theſe Families, 
tho they are continually in the Magiltracy, 
get great Eſtates, the Salaries of their Offices 
being very mean, Intereſt but low, and the 


innumerable Taxes charg'd upon their Lands

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ſclves wholly that way, and are content wit 
a ſmall ſhare in the Government, ided 
they may have Security in what they Poſſek: 
They know no Cares but thoſe of their Private 
Fortunes, and the management of their I 
and the reſt of their time is ſpent in their Re- 
creations and Diverſions. Yet theſe, when 
they have acquir'd great Eſtates, chooſe to 
qualifie their Sons for Employments in the 
State, and marry their Dai:ghters in the Fa- 
milies of the Miniſters, and great Officer, 
and thereby introduce their Poſterity to a ſhare 
in the Government, and Honours of their 
Country, which conſiſts not in Titles but in 
Publick Empioyments. | 

Their Gentry or Nobility are not numerous 
(in Holland eſpecially) many of theſe Families 
baving been extingeiſh'd in the Wars with 
Spain : thoſe that remain are uſually employ 
in the Military Service, and ſometimes in Ci 
vil Charges in their reſpeQive Provinces ; and 
having liv'd much abroad, aſtect rather the 


Garbof the neighbouring Courts than the po 


pular Air of their own Country, and value 
themſelves more upon their Nobility than 
Men do in other Places where tis more com 
mon · Theylock upon it as diſhonourable to mar 


ry beneath their Rank, and will ſcarce do it to 


make up a broken Fortune. They imitate 
the French in their Dreſs, their Mien, theit 
Talk, their Diet, and in their Gallantry, or 
Debauchery, but mimick them very awkward 
ly. They are however an honeſt good bu 
mour'd Gentteman- like - fort of Men, and 
uſually acquit themſelves with Honour in the 
Service of their Country. The Officers of 
the Army follow the Faſhions and Cuſtoms of 
their Gentry, as do many of the rich Mer 
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chants Sons, who returning from their Tra- 
velsſcarce ever apply themſelves to the Service 
of their Country, but ſeem intent upon their 
Pleaſure and making a grand Appearance, in 
Imitarion of what they have ſeen abroad; and 
ſometimes perhaps they will accept a Com- 
niſſion in the Army.

The Diverſions of che Holauders arc Bowl, 
Biliards, Cheſs and Tennis, as with us; bi 
they do not ſcem ſo much addicted to the 
Games of Chance, unicts that of Pe;h:evmar 
Trick-track revers'd : ſhooting Wi!d-Geek 
and Dacks in Winter, and Angling in Summer, 
make another part ot their Paſtimes.

Nor are theſe Pleaſures dear here; ord nary 
Workmen indulge themſelves in this manner,

Upon their Revolt 
from Hain, all the Power and Rights of Prince 
William of Orange, as Governor of the Pro- 
vinces, were carefully reſerved to him; but 
thoſe which were inherent in the Sovereign 
devolv'd on the Aſſembly of the States Ge- 
neral ; namely, the Power of making Peace 
and War, Foreign Alliances, and the Coinage 
ot Money. The Prince had the Command 
of all their Forces by Sea and Land, as Ad- 
miral and Captain-General, and thereby the 
Diſpoſal of all Military Commands: As alſo 
the Power of pardoning Crimes, and chooſing 
Magiſtrates upon the Nomination of certain

The King of Frazce on this Occaſion ſent 
to the Hague the Sieur de Boiſſiſe, Counſellor 


of State, who had fignaliz'd himſelf on many 


Embaſſies, to en deavour in Cou junction with 
Monſieur Mawrie-, his ordinary Amb. ſſadot 
there, to procure a Reconciliation cf theſe 
Differences ; but the Prince of Orange found 
means to render this Application of no Eſſed, 
and

terdam, where the Arminians were moſt pow- 
erful, he left a Garriſon of twelve hundred 
Men, and took from them one of their three 
Churches in that City, and gave it to the b 
mariſts, This was follow d by the Baniſhment 
of Vorſtins, Peter Bertizs, and others, the moſt 
conliderable 4rmmian Preachers ; and 4 
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proceeded wichout Oppoſition to difplace 
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the reſt of John Mtenlagart, a Perſon highly 
eſtecm'd for his exemplary Life and Modera- 


tion, as well as for his moving Eloquence, 


which could not however exempt him from 
this Fate, on his adhering to a Party oppoſite 
to that of the Prince, by whom he was highly 
careſo d till then. 

The States of Holand berenpon publiſh'd a 


Manifeſto, demanding the Releaſe of Barnevelt, 


Hoger betæ and Grotizs, but to no purpoſe ; and 
of Utrecht expecting no Quarter, (the 
States of his Province having already ſubmit- 
ted to the Prince), laid violent Hands upon 
himſelf in Priſon, and thereby prevented 
a publick Execution. The Frezch King being 
much concern d at theſe violent Proceedings, 


| eſpecially againſt Barzevelt, renew'd his Inſtan- 


ces in the Priſoners Behalf ; but the King ot 
Enlazd joining with Prince Maurice againſt 
them, render'd all Efforts to ſave them abor- 
tive; and now moſt of thoſe who had oppo- 
ſed the calling of a National Synod being im- 
priſon d or baniſh'd, a Day was appointed for 
aſſembling a Convocation of the Clergy of the 
Uaited Provinces at Dort, and that it might have 
the Face of a General Council, they invited 
the Divines of all the Reformed Churches in 
Eure to ſend their Deputies thither, ordering

As to the Conqueſts of the Dutch in the 
Eaſt- Indies, and their Monopolizing the Spice; 
of the Eaſt, by diſpoſicſling the Haina, 
Portugueſe and Enghih, of their Dowinions 
and Se tlements in that part of the Wend, 
between the Years 1600. and 1640. theke 
Tranſactions have bcen treated of at 
in ſeveral former Volumes of this Hiſtort, 
when the State of dia was treated of. 

But it is neceſſary here to enquire into the 
Original and Progrets of their V- la 
Company, which we find as well as the tor- 
mer was projected by that great Stateſman 
Barnevelt, tho" their firſt Patent did not bear 
Date, however, till two Years after his Death, 
in the Year 1621. when they were impower d 
by the States to plant Colonies, erect Forts, 
make Alliances, and appoint Governors and

a Stock of ſeven Million two Hundred Tho- 
ſand Lirres was rais'd towards their Eſtabliſh- 
ment. In purſuance of their Deſign they fit- 
ted out two Squadrons, one to drive the u- 
rugueſe out of Brazil, and the other to attack 
the Spaziſh Settlements in Peru, and took fo 
ſo many Prizes in their firſt Expedition, that 
they were enabled to make a Dividend ef 
five and twenty per Cent. on their firſt Exp 
dition, An. 1623. In the Year 1624 tf 
Dutch Admiral Hermite deſeated a Fleet d 
Faniards on the Coaſt of Peru, and took ſe 
veral rich Prizes; and his Country man — 
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miral Wilkins made himſelf Maſter of the 
City of K. Silvador the ſame Year, bringing 
in the | home the Viceroy, the Biſhop, and ſexeral 
Spice; Grandees of Portugal, Priſoners to Hullaud, 
ind lett 7h L un Dort Governor of K. Sal- 
bar, and the Territories belonging to it, 
or the Dutch ML iſt· Iudia· Company; but the 
furtugneſe recook the City the Year following 
ind clear d the Country of Hollanders. The 
Dutch Admiral Peter Adrian, however, in the 
Lear 1628. engag d another Saniſb Squadron, 
acar the Iiland of Cuba; and liaving fore d 
moſt of them on Shore, took out all the Plate 
and Merchandize, and ſet fire to the Ships, 
returning laden with the Spoils of the Enemy 
tw Holand, The Spanih Plate- Fleet alſo fell 
into the Hands of Peter Heyn, another of the 
Dutch Admirals, and were all taken by him, 
the Cargo amounting to ſeven Million two 
Hundred Thoufand Livres in Silver, and 
three Millions tix Hundred Thouſand Livres 
in Merchandize, and the Shipping and Arcil- 
kery were valued at four Millions more: 
On this Flow of Succeſs the Company divi- 
ted no leſs than fitry per Cent. which was at 
that time look'd upon to be very imprudent 
by ſome, conſidering they were not then 
Maſters of any coaſiderable Settlement in A- 
merica, and were engaged in a chargeable 
Var with Spain.

liam of Olden Barnevelt, youngeſt Son of the fa- 
mous Penſioner Barnevelt above mention d, 
formerly Governor of Bergenopzoom, a Man of 
a reſolute Temper, who was determin d to 
revenge his Father's Death upon the Prince of 
Orange; and drew ſcveral Perſons into the 
Conſpiracy, eſpecially Arminians, under Pre- 
rence of recovering their antient Liberties by 
this means, which he ſuggeſted had been no- 
roriouſly invaded of late Years in the Executi- 
on of his Father, and the Heads of their Party, 
and impriſoning and baniſhing others without 
any Colour of Law. Monſ. Greenveld, the 
eldeſt Son of Penſioner Baruevelt, was alſo 
earneſtly ſolicited by his Brother to be con- 
cern d in the Plot; but he refus'd, and difluad- 
ed him from it, which would not however 
prevent Greenveld's Ruin. The Deſign, it 
ſeems, was to have aſſaſſinated the Prince on 
the Road between the Hague and Ryſwict, 
whither he often us d to go in the Company 
of very few Perſons, and ſeveral People were 
lodg'd at Inns who were to be Actors in this 
Tragedy, but without Arms to avoid Suſpici 
on, and a ſmall Cheſt of Arms were order d

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Adaffination ; but one of the Conſpitators 
having imprudently offer d a piece of Gold to 
a Porter to carry the Cheſt to the Place de- 
ſign d, rais d a Suſpicion in the Fellow; and 
four Seamen about the ſame time diſcovering 
to the Prince of Orange that they underſtood 
there was a Deſign againſt his Life, tho* they 
could not give any particular Account of the 
Scheme that was laid to take him off, the 
Prince return'd immediately to the Hague, and 
the News of the Plot coming to be buzz d a- 
bout, the Porter who had the Cheſt imagining 
it contain'd ſomething extraordinary, carried 
it to a Magiſtrate, who upon the opening 
of it found ſeveral Pair of Piſtols, Poinards, 
Oc. and four Perſons being alſo found at an 
Inn where the Cheſt was to have been deli- 
rer d, who could give no ſatisfactory Account 
of themſelves, being ſtrictly examin'd con- 
ſeſſed the whole Matter, and diſcoret d their 
Accomplices ; whereupon the Conſpirators 
were ſoon after a try'd and exe- 
cuted, and amongſt them Groenveld the eldeſt 
Son of the Penſioner Barnevelt, and ſeveral o- 
thers for not diſcovering the Plot, tho it ap · 
pear'd Groerveld diſſuaded the Conſpirators 
om the Attempt: And as moſt of the Cri- 
minals were Arminians, this gave Occaſion to 
their Enemies to throw the Plot upon the

againſt them, eſpecially againſt their Mini- 


lers, thoſe of them who remain'd in the 
Country being either impriſon'd or baniſh'd :

the Speech made by the Deputics of the 
States at his Majeſty's Embarkation, none 
could believe that theſe were the very Men 
who had a little before entred into a Treaty 
with Cromwel, his mortal Enemy, to prevent 
his Reſtoration, and cven to exclude all of 
his Blood from the Stadtholderſhip ot the 
United Provinces : Your Majeſty. ſay they, , 


may obſerve in the Looks of all our People to: 
the Joy they have in their Hearts, to ſce a King on 

Prince cheriſh'4 by God, a Prince wholly mir a- bis Em- 
culows, and who will probably contribute in * 


2 great meaſure to their Quiet and Felicity: 
Our Joy, ſay they, is common to us with 
that of our Subject, bur as we know better 
than they the ineſtimable Value of tne Trea- 
{ure we poſleſs, ſo are we more ſenſible of 
this fad Separation; and it would, Sir, (con- 
tinued they) be inſupportable to us if we did 
not reflect, That it was the Thing in the 
World we molt delir'd, and the greateſt Ad- 
vantage alſo that we could wiſh to your Ma- 
xelty. We therefore acquieſce, becauſe we 
know that this Removal is no lefs neceflary 
tor us, than glorious for your Majeſty ; and 
that ic is in your Kingdom we mult find the 
Accompliſhment of the Prayers we have 
made and ftill make for you and us: We 
pray God, Sir, that your Retura may be 
quiet and happy ; and that as he harh dit- 
pos d the Hearts and Affections of yo.:r Sub- 
Vol. VIII.

They ſay, that in the Year 1664, a Squidron Wir 

of Men of War was ſent by the Court of Eng- between 
land to the Coaſt of Africa under the Com the Engliſh 
mand of Capt. Holmes, who tcok ſeveral Forts and Durch 


and Settlements from them near Cate Verd, 
2nd on the Coaſt ot Guinea, and that there- 
upon they ſent De Ruyter thither, and retook 
thoſe Places; whereupon the Engliſh after- 
wards ſeiʒ d upon ſeveral Dutch Stups in Eu- 
rope, and made Prize of them. That they had 
no mind to enter into a War with the Engliſh, 
but were ready to make them any reaſonable 
Satisfaction, and to refer the Matters in Dif- 
ference between the two Nations, to any In- 
different Umpire; but the Engliſh Court were 
all for War. 

The Engl; on the other hand give a very 
different Relation of this Matter: For, in the 
Month of April 1664. as appears by the Journals 
of Parliament, the Lords and Commons of Exg- 
lard Re ſol ved, That the Wrongs, Diſbancur

His Majeſty acquainted them in this Nar- 
rative, that he hadrequir'd his Miniſter at the 
Hague, to preſs the States to make him imme- 
diate Satisfaction for the Wrongs and Op 
preſiors his Subjects underwent, which he 


paſs d, and would now bear no longer delay- 
That the States having deferr'd returning any 
Anſwer to his Majeſty for ſome Months, with 
great Paſſion and Noiſe ſent Orders to their 
ſereral Admiraltics to equip great numbers ot 
Ships of War, and to work Night and Day 
vpon them, Sundays as well as other Days of 
the Week; and gave Orders alſo for railing 
a great Body of Land-Forces with all Expe- 
dicion. That in Avg"/t laſt, 1664. they pie 
rended to have receiv d News that Captain 
Holms, who with One of his Majelty's Ships 
| had Convoy'd ſome Merchants of the Rye! 
African Compauy to the Coaſt of Guinea, had 
aſſiulred and taken Poſſeſſion of a Fort near 
Cape Verde, belonging to their Heft India ( 
pany : Whereupon the States peremptorily e 
ired that his Majeſty would forthwith give 
ders for the re-delivery of chat Fort to 
them. The King thereupon aſſuted the Dutch 
Ambaſſador that he had given no Commiſbon 
or Order to Capt. Holmes for that purpoſe: 
Tnat he expected him ſhortly home, _ 


had indeed ſolicited them to do for a Year 
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the United Netherlands. 
would firialy examine his Proceedings, and 
cauſe exemplary Juſtice to be done, as well 
in re-delivering the Fort, as in puniſhing the 
Perſon, if his Conduct deferv'd it. But this 
Anſwer did not ſatisſie them; new Orders 
were given for equipping out more Ships, and 
for raitiog Men and Money ; and they 
liſh'd in their Prints, that what Holmes had 
done was by l:is Majelty's Warrant and Au- 


ity. 

That his Majeſty, notwithſtanding theſe 
repeated Provocations, did not lay aſide all 
Hopes ot bringing the States General to a 
bezrer Temper, bur put them in mind how 
readily he had redteſo d every Complaint they 

had made to him ſince his Reſtoration ; while 
inſtead of any return of this kind from them, 
though his Miniſter at the Hague had impor- 
tun d them for eighteen Months to releaſe 
twenty Ships taken by them upon the Coaſt 
of Guinea, and ro give Satisfaction for other 
Aſtronts and Damages in the Eaſt Indies; and 
that tho he had receiv'd no Anſwer to theſe 
Demands, he had nevertheleſs torbora to do 
himſelf Juſtice. He put them in mind alſo of 
the Declarations publiſh'd by their Com- 
manders in the Eaſt and Miſt Indies, interdict- 
ing all Trade and Commerce with all other 
Nations to the Natives of thoſe Countries, 
whom they cali d their Subjects, thereby en- 
dearouring to exclude the reſt of Europe from 
all Commerce with the ladies. 

They had indeed, his M. jeſty obſerves, by 
their Induſtry, and by Acts of horrible In-

Ii and other European, So that in Fact, they 
had actually monopoliz d all the valuable 
Branches of Trade in India and Africa; which 


was the real Occaſion that the Merchants of 


England, and of London in pariicular, apply'd 
themſelves to the Parliament for a Redreſs of 
theſe Grievances, apprehending their Foreign 
Trade to be expiring, unleſs the Dutch were 
oblig'd to do them Juſtice. And I find the

I hare been the more Diligent in ſearching 
the Journals of Parliament, and examining the 
Hiſtories of theſe Times, becauſe there is a 
Party in England ſo fond of the Dutch, that 
they are ever cndeavouring to blind our Eyes, 
and to cover the Treachery and Barbarity of 
their High and Mighty Friends, and lay the 
whole Blame of our eutring into this War on 
the Engliſh Court, when we had, according to 
them, no rcal Occaſion for a Rupture ; but 
if the Fas above recired are true, as I can 
aver they are from undeniable Evidence, the 
Nation maſt have been the meereſt Bubbles 
in Nature to have born ſuch Injuries and In- 
ſults any longer: Nay, we mult have been 


content to have liv'd under the Dominion of 
the Hollander, at leaſt at Sea, and given up 


every Branch of our Foreign Trade; and as it 
is, we ſuffer them to retain and Monopolize 
| the Spices of dia, which are of more Value 
than all the reſt of the Trade to Jidia and 
Africa put together. 

Having enquir d into the Reaſons and 
Grounds of this War, I proceed to give an 
Abſtra& of the Progreſs and Succeſs of it: 
In November 1664. the Grand Fleet of Eng- 
land rendezvous'd at Spichead, being Comman- 
ded by the Duke of Tri. Lord High Admi- 
kal and the Dutch keeping cloſe in their Ports, 
Vol. VIII. Iii the 
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the Engliſh ntercepted their Merchant Ships 
as they came home, to the number 0 
one hundred and thirty, and condemn'd them 
as lawful Prize (in Retaliation for De Rayer 
takin the Exglih Forts ard Snips on the Coalt 
of Ajrick) without any previous Declaration 
of War: For as the Dutch made no fcruple of 
failing upon the Eugliß in that part of the 
World without proclaiming War, they could 
have no manner of reaſon to complain of the 
like Uſage in Europe, though their Friends are 
to this Day very loud upon the Injuſtice of 
ſach a Proceeding : The Citizens of Lada 
were then fo fill d with Reſentment againſt 
the Dutch for their Uſurpations upon their 
Nas igation and Commerce, that towards the 
ſpeedy Equipment of the Grand Fleet, they 
advanc'd his Majeſty an hundred thouſand 
Pounds, and after that another hundred thou 
ſand, at his Majeſty's Requeſt, for which the 
Parliament return'd them Thanks at their next 
Meeting,and voted his Mijeſty five and twen- 
ty hundred thouſand Pounds, to be raisd in 
three Years, towards carrying on the War: 
War prc- ard on the Fourth of March 1664 5. the War 
claim'd. was formally proclaim'd at London, the De- 
cClatation bearing Date the Second of Rin 
before. The States now finding the EA. 
in earneſt, apply d themſelves to the French 
King. defiring his Mediation, or rather Al-

The People in Holand began to be very mu- 
tinous upon this Defeat, and particularly rhe 
Clergy, repreſenting it as an Effect of the Di- 
vine Vengeance: but the States, after their 
uſual manner, ſoon filenc'd their Preachers, 
and executed two or three of their Captains 
for Cowardize, as an Example to the reſt, 
who were moſt of them very deſective in their 


Duty. 

On the fifth of July following the Grand 
Fleet of England put to Sea again, and viſited 
the Coaſt of Holland, but return'd without 
meeting the Enemy; and a Detachment from 
the Fleet about the ſame time attack d a 
Fleet of India Men, and other Merchant Ships 
under a ſttong Convoy of Dutch Men of War, 
in the Port ot Bergben in Nur way; but had not 
the Succeſs they propos d, the Durch being 
protected by the Daniſh Governor: However 
in their way home they had the good For- 
tune to take eight Durch Men of War, two 
I:dia Men valued at a Million Sterling, and 
twenty other Merchant Ships. And a few 
Days after the Engl Fleet fell in with eigh- 
teen Sail more ot Holanders, of whom they 
took the greateſt part, and amongſt them four 
Men of War. 

In the mean time the Biſhop of Munſter, be- 
ing ſupported by the King of England, fell 
upon the Dutch by Land, and entring the Pro- 
vince of Overyſſel, reduc'd great part of it, 
making himſelt Maſter of moſt of the Towns 
on the River el. Whereupon the Duth ” 
ply'd themſel ves again to the French King 
L Aſſiſtance, 
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Afﬀiitance, who: ſent them a good body cf 
Troops, which repnls'd the Biſhop, and ob- 
liged him to retire out of the Dutch Territo- 
ries ; and not long after compell'd him to 
make a ſeparate Peace, without the Concur- 
rence of his Allie the King of Great Britain, 
who had ſupply'd him with large Sums of 
Money: And now the French as well as the 
Danes, having made themſelves Parties in the 
War, ſent confiderable Reinforcements to 
ſupport the Hollanders againſt England, which 
was at the fame time in a manner de 

red by the moſt terrible Plague that has been 
known in this part of the World. The Ex- 
475 SeRaries allo threatned a Rebellion, and 
kept a Correſpondence wich the Dutch, and 
ſome of them actually went into their S-rvice ; 
bur under all theſe Calamities, the Exglib 
bravely reſolv'd to continue the War. 

The Grand Fleet of England being Com- 
manded in the Year 1666. by Prince Rupert 
and General Maut, who in order to prevent a 
conjunction between the French and Hollanders, 
had divided their Forces, Prince Rupert fail- 
ing Weſtward, toward the French Coaſt, while 
Mark attended the Motions ot the Dutch.

tam, France, Portugal, and all other Nations, 
from carrying oa a free Trade in thoſe Parts 
of the World ; and not content with theſe 
Injuries. and Indignitics at a Diſtance from 
home, they made the Infirmicies and Mistor- 
tunes of Sovereign Princes their Sport and 
Enterrainment in Holland, every Day produ-

pole them. So ſelf-ſufficient they ſeem d to 
be, as to deſpiſe and laugh at the reſt of the 
Powers of Europe, which ſurely from an up- 
ſtart Commonwealth, contin of the moſt 
booriſh and clownith Part of Mankind, was 
never to be born. Whatever Colour their

Small Pox at that time; but when the Prince 
was recover d, and had aſſembled an Army of 
forty thouſand Men, he was nevertheleſs for- 
_— ws cedto be Witneſs of the taking of Limburg by 
the French ſoon after. The Allies of the States, 
the Daaes and Brandenburghers had much bet- 
ter Succeſs againſt the Swedes, who were upon 
the Point of being driven out of Germany. The 
Imperialiſts alſo oblig'd the French to retire 
over the Rhine; and upon the Moſele, the 
Dake of Lorrain having laid Siege to Triers, 
and the French General, Marthal Crequ, 
marching to its Relief, was entirely defeated; 
but found means however, with ſome of his 
Troops, to throw himſelf into the Place, 
which he defended bravely for a Month; after 
which expecting no Relief, he was oblig d 
with his Garriſon to ſurrender Priſoners of 
War. The Prince of Orange about the ſame 
time having laid Siege to Binch, a little Town 


between Mons and Charleroy, took it, and de- 
moliſh'd the Fortifications; and the Campaigh 
of the Northern Confederates concluded with 
the taking of Wiſmar, a conſiderable Sea-Port 
on the Baltick, from the Swedes; but the * 
ftcr 
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(affer'd very much the latter end of this Year 
by Storms and Inundations. 

All Parties ſeeming now deſirous of Peace, The 
the King of Great Britain offer d his Mediation, 
which was readily accepted, and Nimeguen — 
appointed for the Place of Congreſs : The gun. 
French however made great Efforts, and rais'd 
a prodigious Army againſt the next Campaign, 
eſpecially in Flanders, where the French King 
commanded an Army of fifry thouſand Men 
in Perſon, the Duke of Luxemburg another 
great Army upon the Rhine, and the Duke of 
Noailles a third in Rowſſellon. The French ha- 
ring ravag'd and plunder d the $paxiſh Flanders 
to the very Gates of Hulft and Sas Van Ghent, 
laid Siege to Conde, which the Prince of Orange Conde ta- 
attempted in vain to relieve, the Place being ken by 
taken by Storm on the 26th of April, 1676, b 
and thoſe within the Town put to the Sword, 
except 1200 Men who capirulared for their 
Lives. The French King immediately after 
laid Siege to Bouchain, which the Prince of 
Orange alſo not finding himſelf in a Condition And 
to relieve, the Place furrender'd in leſs than a 
Week; after which his moſt Chriftian Ma jeſt y 
return'd to Verſailles, and the Armies went into 
of Retreſhmenc. The Prince of 
| Orange however reaſſembling his Forces about 
ſome Reinforcements from the German Princes, 
laid Siege to Maeſtriche, one of the ſtrongeſt 
Towns on the Frontiers of the United Provinces, 
and then in Poſſeſſion of France. Here were 
many brave Actions performu'd on both Sides,

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the Baſtions and Qutworks being taken and 
retaken ſeveral times; in which Service, tis 
ſaid, the Eng/jh Troops, who compos'd par: 
of the Prince of Oranges Army, fignaliz'd them- 
ſelves ; but the Confederates being much 
weaken d by the Siege or Sickneſs, and the 
French advayging with a ſuperior Force to the 
Relief of the Town, the Prince was forc'd to 
raiſe the Siege after he had lain before the 


their Allies the Imperialiſts having taken 
Philipsburg this Campaign, were no leſs zea- 
lous for continuing the War. | 
Meſſina and ſome other Cities of Sicily, hav- 
ing a little before this time revolted from the 
Spaniards to the French, the States ſent a 
ſtrong Squadron of Men of War into the M: 
diterranean, a—_ Ur of Admiral 
De Ruyter, to nce u, which 
arriv'd in the Road of Ates n 
1675. They had ſeveral ſmart Eng

The States ſent another Squadron into the 
Baltick under the Command of Admiral Trop

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(auch about the ſame time that De Ruyter 
ſail'd to the Mediterranean) to the Aﬀiſtance of 
their Allie the King of Denmark againſt Sweden, 
in wiich Exped:tion the Dutch met with bet- 
ter Succeſs than in the former, for having 
join d the Daujb Fleer, they attack d the 
Swedes on the eleventh of June 1666, and gave 
them a total Defeat, deſtroying nine of their 
Men of War. Ot which Succeſs the Danes 
taking the Advantage made a Deſcent upon 
Shonen, and took rhe Towns of Elfingburgh, 
Landſcroon and Chriſtianſtat, but were ſoon af · 
ter beaten out oft them again by the Swede. 
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While the States were thus engaged abroad Religious 
ina very extenſive War, Religious Feuds be- Diſputes 
gan to grow very high at home. In their in . 


Univerſities were many Learned Men who e- 
ſpous'd the Armiziau Doctrine, and not a few 
among their Clergy and Magiſtrates, whereby 
the ancient Animoſities were reviv'd, which 
ſo diſtracted theſe Provinces about the time of 
the Synod of Dort. In Zealard the Prince of 
Orange depos'd the Miniſters and Magiſtrates 
who were ſuppos'd to be of thatPerſuaſion (for all 
of them are oblig'd publickly to profeſs Calui- 
iſm, or they can not be admitted to any Pre- 
ferment in Church or State.) The City of 
Amſterdam however, were not for theſe ſevere 
Proceedings, and took a quite different Me- 
thod to allay theſe Heats and Animoſities a- 
mong their People, namely, by declaring in 
their Conſiſtories, That there was no Efſeutial or 
real difference between the Opinions of the contending

The Preſent State of 


The French, as uſual, were very early in 
the Field the next Campaign; and on the fuſt 
of March 1676-7. laid Siege to Valenciennes, 
and by the ſeventeenth the Garriſon conſiſting 
of taree th ouſand Men ſurtendred Priſoners of 
War. On the tw:nty-fecond cf the ſame 
Month ihe French Kg in Perſon fat down 
before Cambray, which furrendred alſo the 
fiftiz of A; and the Duke or Orleans laying 
Sieve to dt. Omar: at the ſame time, the Prince 
ot O ange march'd to its Relief, but was de- 
ſe atea near Caſſel; whereupon the Caſtle of 
Cambraꝝ and St. Omar immediatly ſurrendred. 

Upon the Conc uſion of the Campaign in 
the Vrar 1677 The Prince or O ange came 
ove: into England o make his Court to the 
Princeſs Mary, cldel(t Daughter to the Duke 
of Jork. In which it is reaſonable to ſuppoſe 
his H-ghnels had more Views than one. As 
1. The Uniting che Intereſts of England with 
thoſe of the Un::ed P;ovinces, 2. The rendring 
his own Authority in thoſe Provinces more 
cori{iderabie. And z. as the Duke of Jork had 
no Son at that time, he could not but enter- 
rain ſome hopes that the Princeſs he married 
might probably one Day ſucceed to the Crown 
of England ; but ſurely he was not then San- 


her ſelf to ſer him on the Throne, as in Fact 
ſhe did at the Revolution. He had abundant 
Realon no doubt to make her a very Com- 
plaiſant Husband, but as to Affection I don't 
perceive there was a great deal more on his 
part than is uſual in Political _—_— 5 


guin enough to expect that ſhe ſhould exclude. 
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tho? certain it is, ſhe was a fine Woman, and 
wanted neither Senſe or good Humour, aud 
if any thing, had more of the latter than was 
conſiſtent v th her true ln eteſt, being cirough 
an eaſineſs of Temper ſurpriz d ſometimes in- 
to Schemes very Difadran:agious to her ſelf 
and Family by thoſe about her: But to leave 
theſe Reflections and proceed to the Ma ch. 
The King having given his Conſent to it, poſ- 
ſibly with a View of advancing both their In- 
tereſts, the one being his Siſter's Son, and the 
other his Brother's Daughter. The Duke, 
who never flatly contradicted the Ki g in any 
thing he inſiſted on, thought fit to reſign him- 
| felf wholly to his Majclty's Pleaſure on this 
Occaſion, tho' he was not without ſome Ap- 
prehenſions of the Conſequences that might 
attend it. And on the fourth of November, the 
Prince's Birth-Day, in the Evening, the Mar- 
riage Ceremony was perform'd at St. James s 
Palace by the Biſhop of Leiden. 

The Prince having thus | appily finiſh'd Plan of 
this great Affair, repreſented to his Majeſiy — EN 
the weak Condition of the Sn Netherlands, yer 
and the probability ot their talling into the King 
Hands ot France, if England did not interpoſe Chovie: Il. 
to prevent it: whereupon, cis ſaid, that the — 19

States, all that had been taken from them 
during the War; and to the Spaxiard the 
Towns cf Aeth, Charleroy, Ouden ard, Courtray, 
Tournay, Cande and Valenciemes.

Terms by Force : and upon the Refuſal of 
the French King to ſubmit to this De 

his Britjh Majeſty did accordingly raiſe an 
Army and join the Confederates in the Low 
Countries ; but the Dutch running precipitately 
into a ſeparate Peace, the Terms afterwards 
agreed on were leſs advantagious to their 
Allies than they would otherwiſe hare been ; 
but this is a Tranſaction which belongs to 
the ſucceeding Lear: We muſt firſt attend the 
Prince and Princeſs into Holand, who arriv'd 
there the latter end of November 1677. and ob- 
ſerve the Events of the following Campaign 
in the Netherla:ds, which began exceeding 
early, for before the end of February 1677-8. 
the French King march'd at the Head of a 
great Army into the Low Commries, and having 
made a Feint, as if he intended to lay Siege 
to Min, or Namur, and drawn the Contede- 
rate Forces that Way, he on a ſudden bent 
his March towards Ghent and es, of both 
which Towns he made himſclf Maſter before 
Hereuvpon his Britih 
Majeſty, as has been intimated already, rais'd 
an Army of twenty thouſand Men, as fine 
Troops as any in Europe, and embark'd them 
for Flanders with incredible Expedition, which 
actually did, when nothing elſe could, prevent 
the remainder of the Span;h Netherlands falling 
under the Power of France ; and would the 
Dutch now have reſolv'd to continue the War, 
They and all their Allies might have had 
awpte Satisfaction for their Loſſes; but * 
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had made their own Terms adrantagiouſly, 
and had not Honour enough to conſider their 
Allies of the Empire, who came into the 
War in their greateſt Diſtreſs, purely to pre- 
vent their being ſwallowd up by Fance: 
Tho it muſt be ſaid to the Honour of the 
Prince of Orange, that he labour'd with all 
his Might to defeat this ſeparate Treaty, 
which was carried on between France and 
Holland at Ghent, while the Ambaſſadors of

Dennis near Mons, 
on the fourteenth of Auguſt 1678. and ob- 
tain'd a ſignal Victory. tho' with great Slaugh- 
ter on both ſides. The next Morning the 
Prince ſent a Letter to Marſhal Lz 
acquaint him that the Peace was concluded; 
and his ſcems to be almoſt the only Action 
in which the Prince of Orange met with Suc- 
ceſs du ing tne whole Series of the War, 
which his Friends aſcribe to the Slownels of 
their German Allies, and the Poverty and In- 
dolence of the anard, their Forces being 
ſeldom in a Condition to take the Field till 
the French King had taken two or three of 
the ſtrongeſt Frontier Towns. Bur to pro- 
ceed, the Spaniards thought fit ro accept the 
Conditions the Durch had procur'd for them, 
and their Plenipotentiaries fign'd the Peace 
accordingly about the latter end of September, 
tho their German Allies ſtill ſtood out in Ex- 
pectation of better Terms.
